Background. 
In April 1965, the Senate and House Public Works Committees 
approved a prospectus in the amount of $1,349,000 for . 
construction of a Special Purpose Training Center fox the 
United States Seexet Service, In reviewing the prospectus | 
ang subsequent requests for construction funds, tha Bureau 
of the Budget became concerned about the ees training 
necds of the Secret Service and other Federal law 


enforcement agencies. y 


A study of these needs was conducted by the Bureau of the 
Budget , the Civil Service Conniest on and the Beneeeiaae 
of the Treasury. The iatiy wegen the critical need 
for up-to-date cpadiews Facilities. As a result, the 


Bureau of the. Budget formed a committee to develop plans 


for a facility to provide the training required. 


A second prospectus, estimated to cost $18,073,000 was 
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approved by the Public Works Committees in May 1969. It 
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authorized construction of a Consolidated Federal Law 


Enforcement Training Centex to house 750 resident students

Subseguent to approval of this second prespectus, the 


Congress approved significant law enforcement personnel 


,inereases for all of the agencies involved. In view of 
this, the agencies were asked to re~examine their estimated 


training requirements with the result that the anticipated 


resident student/instxuctor body increased from 750 to an

average of 2,500 over the next ten years. The facility 
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currently under consideration wil], house this increased 


student population. 

The facility will consist of an Adininistraticn Building 
(including Auditorium), a Dining Hall, Shops, a Physical 
Education Building, Dormitories, an Education Building, a 
Special Training Building, outdoor firing ranges, an outdoor 


Pursuit Driving Course, and other related structures. 


It will have a total net area of approximately 750,000 
square feet locatcd on a 491 acre site just northeast of 
the junction of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway and 


Powder Mill Roady 
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Building heights will ‘vary fron one to possibly seven 
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stories in height and probably be of reinforced concrete

{xaming with precast concrete exterior. 


Watery and severage service willsbe provided by the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary Commission. A central gas 
heating and air-conditioning plant will be provided. 


There is a possibility that a lake will be develcped on the 


site for recreational and firefighting purposes. 

Site Selection. 

A majority of the agents who will train at the Center are 
located in the Washington, D.C. area. For this reason and 


because many of the agents axe subject to shoxyt-notice 


‘recall to duty, a site in the immediate vicinity of 


Washington, D.C., was considered mandatory. 


In developing the Secret Service Training Center Prospectus, 
General Services Administration conducted a study of avail- 
able locations of Government-owned property in the ‘Washington 
area and furnished the following sites as possibilities: 

1. U.S. Navy Antenna Site, ita Watley, jcotin 

2. National Training School for Boys, Washingten, D.C. 

3. Agriculture Research Center, Beltsviile, Maryland

The National Training School: site at that time was not 
thought to be avajlable in time for construction proposed 
and was also considered to be too valuable and controversial 


a property. 


Sufficient land, appx ximately GO acxes, was immediately 
available at the hasimwiaee Rescarch Center, Beltsville, 
Maryland. The location was ideb)' in that agents assigned 
to protective details could be quickly recalled from a 
training status for immediate duty in event of an emergency.

The Secret Service expressed a preference for the Beltsville 


Site and General Services Administration considered the 


land available as adequate for construction of the Secret 


‘Sexvice Training Center. 


Since the Secret Service training facilities were incorporated 


into the revised prospectus .and since the Department of 
Agviculture indicated that sufficient additional Government- 
owned land adjacent to the 6O-acre tract could be made 


available for the Consolidated Center, a joint General 


Services Adininistration-Treasury Department decision was 


made to devclop the Consolidated Center at Beltsville. 
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The land is gently rolling. The great majority of the 
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The Beltsville site consists of approximately 49] acres 
ere eee ae miles north of the Capital Beltway. It 

is bordered on the west by the Ba timoxre-Washington Parkway , 
on the north and anied by the proposed outer beltway and on 
ie souk by Powder Mill Road. Neatly 60% of the boundaries 
are proposed ox sone Ma jOX Pee: The southeyn 
boundary, Powder Mild Road , is not designated for future 
expansion except be may be required to serve the Patuxent 


Wildlife Research Center and other Department of Agriculture
